Tbe Governor of Minnesota gave the 'ad- 
desa of welcome for the State, the Mayor of 
Minneapolis for the city, and other ptomi- 
nent citizens welcomed tbe convention : in 
behalf of the Chamber of Commerce,' the 
press,-.: and the .Women's organizations. 
Fine nudiencea crowded the large auditor-' 
ium. An ovation , greeted M|bs SuBiin B. 
Ahthdny. The reports of tbe years work 
were highly encourageing, .- 
r Tbe State Suffrage Associations of Min- 
nesota, Montana, Kansas, Nebraska, Ohio, 
New Mexico, Oregon [ and the District of 
Columbia have more than," doubled . their 
membership during the past year, and 
there, have been marked gains^in New 
York, Massachusetts, Louisiana,. Missburii 
Michigan, Delewnre, Rhode Island, Okla- 
homa. South Carolina and -West Virginia. 
But perhaps the: most significant point 
brought out lit the convention was the 
steady growth of ihe Association's finan- 
cial receipts. In 1891 its whole annual 
income from memberships and donations 
was only.

it exceeded 822,000. The advocates of 
equal suffrage are much encouraged by 
these marks of growing interest in their 
cuuee.

'Besides being the oldest 
piece of paper money,^thia^t^e8su^y' 
note makes, it clear -that flutehberg 
was not the first user of movable' type. 
The note was clearly printed pith mov- 
abio type at a date over a hundred 
years before Outenberg began to ex- 
periment. • The German printer was 
born in 1410, long; after the use of 
movable type in China. It Is asserted, 
in fact, that the- Chinese employed 
movable type as early , as the eleventh 
century. The Brltlab museum has a 
Corean book of' 1337, Paper money 
In China dates back to 140 ; B. C. or, 
earlier. According h to Klaproth the 
earlier, bills were made' of white stag 
akin and were a loot square.

THE FEORTC AT DATTOU ntT IAC 

ROM Fort. De Ronsay,. on the 
1 Red rlvcr.to Polntc Midi, on 
the Bayou Claire, near which 
"L'Esperance,"ri.the' Oakf ell 
plantation, lay, was a , dis- 
tance of some 20 miles; The dignifying 
naine : of. fort waa given. to a small 
earthwork which had been thrown. up 
by dlrectlon.of ,the United BtnteB gov-, 
crnment under the BUpervlalon of Colo-, 
nel De Roussy' at the first rise of 
Avoyelles prolrlo. abutting. on the low- 
alluvial river bottom. Four miles In- 
land, from the fort the highroad ran 
through tlie little town of Marksvllle, 
the pariBb alto or seat of Justice. The 
courthouse and two magazines for 
cotton' were the only brick structures 
of which It could boast All tbe other 
edifices, including the church, were of 
wood, painted white or yellow,', ranged 
on either side of a long/main street 
anil two lateral and four cross streets 
intersecting, nt right angles.' The riit- 
uatlonjof the 'village -was 'a gentle' dip 
ln.the;pralric, the two sides of r whlch, 
when the thick foliage of umbrella 
china, ipecori;' fig arid' oak treea wria'u't 
its full rind BOftened by the Bprlokllug 
of rosy flowered myrtles, gave the' re-' 
flemblnncG to tho trough between 
waves of a great green sea: The pop- 
ulation of 000 or 700 souls Wob almost 
entirely ; Gascon .French and French 
Creole, of whom but few spoke: Eng- 
lish. The exceptions were the families 
of four- Amorlcnn lawyers, who ■ hud 
acquired tho French language and used 
it more frequently than their mother 
tongue. 

■ J Nine miles southward from tho vil- 
lage the smooth surface of tho prairie 
broke suddenly and the land declined 
sharply to broad belt of -.stiff soil, 
Incalculably fertile, bearing a thick
